It la Bollcvcrt »t Washington That An Ar- 


rangement to Th»t Effect Will Soon Be 


Beached—Trouble in the East Will 


Then Come to » Close. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Tho impres 


sion is growing in diplomatic circle; 
that some understanding will soon^be 
reached by Russia and Japan which 
will permit Russia to extend her Sibe 
rian railway through northern Corea 
This is believed to be the,real secret o: 
Russia's intrigue with Corea which ha; 
been finding expression almostdaily for 
the past fortnight in statements from 
St Petersburg and London that Rus 
sia might assume a protectorate ovej 
Corea. While Japan engaged in a wai 
with China to secure the independence 
of Corea, it is not regarded ns likeh 
that she will engage in hostilities with 
Russia in order to absolutely maintain 
this independence.

"More farreaching than any other 


jhange during the past week, if really 
warranted by facts, is the continued 
rise in the prices of wheat and cotton. 
Real scarcity of either would affect all 
business. Happily there is still room 
to hope that accounts of injury are 
greatly exaggerated, although there 
has been some evidence during the 
week that both the great crops have 
juffered more than at first appeared. 
Other changes are almost all favor- 
able, 
and 
some highly 
encourag- 


ing. 
Labor 
troubles 
are 
clearly 


less threatening. Monetary conditions 
are satisfactory and the substantial in- 
crease in the commercial demand is a 
good sign. 
Exchanges through the 


clearing houses have been greatly in- 
flated by speculation, and at this time 
last year were cut down by the coal 
strike, and toward the end of May, 
1893, greatly reduced by bank failures. 
But for the week they exceed last 
year's by 19 per cent, and fall only 5.6 
per cent, below those of 1S93, while 
the daily average for May is 26.9 per 
cent, larger than last year, but 7.1 per 
cent, less than in 1S93. 


"Stock speculation has shrunk to 


less than half its volume three, weeks 
ago, and is almost wholly confined to 
professionals, in spite of better earn- 
ings. 
The aggregate for May is 6.8 


per cent, less than last j'ear, but 13.3 
per cent, less than in 1893, causes above 
mentioned affecting the comparison 
with both years. 


"London has done scarcely anything, 


though still taking bonds enough to pre- 
vent disturbances of exchange. The de- 
cline in railroad stocks averages but 44 
cents per share, and grain carrying 
roads are supported with such tenacity 
as to show that railroad managers and 
owners have very small faith in re- 
ports of injury to grain. 


"Wheat, on the other hand, is largely 


supported by public buying, and the 
purchasing orders from farming re- 
gions are supposed to indicate an opin- 
ion of the yield. Yet wheat comes for- 
ward freely, as it would not at current 
prices if a short crop were assured, 
and western receipts for the month 
have been 5,944,574 bushels, against 
5,525,258 bushels last year. Nor do -At- 
lantic exports reflect increased haste to 
buv abroad, amounting in four weeks, 
flour included, to 6.185,420 bushels, 
against 7,916,790 bushels la-st year. Ac- 
counts still indicate that spring wheat 
was not injured, and promises well in 
spite of some reportls. but in a few of 
the winter wheat states the yield has 
been cut down, how much can not yet 
be judged. The sales of the great stock 
held by the Fair estate at San Fran- 
cisco will lessen the European demand 
upon Atlantic stocks. 


"Cotton continues strong, because it 


is believed there will be much reduc- 
tion in yield per acre, as well as in 
acreage. 


"Failures for three weeks of May 


have shown liabilities amounting to 
S7.45S.244, of which 52,642,609 were of 
manufacturing and S4,?30,635 of trad- 
ins- concerns. For the same weeks last 
year the liabilities amounted to £7,732,- 
G?.3. of which S3.3SO.S12 were of manu- 
facturing and S3,275,27n of trading con- 
cerns.
